The dustice Department yesterday accepted a proposal under 
which Paramount Pictures, Inc., would turn its movie exhibition business 
over to a now company under separate control. 

The agreenont provides also that the new theater operating company 
shall cet rid of more than half of the showhouses Paramount now owns, and 
cpen the way to independent competition for others. 

Another provision is that the new Paraxount Production Company 
shall not discriminate in the Jinonsing of its feature Mlms to any 
theater on any run. 

The department said the plan proposed is acceptable to the 
covernnent for the purpose of accomplishing one of the main aims of a 
dong-pencing antitrust action gainst major movie producers, distributors 
and exhibitors. 

The plan offered by Paramount will divest Paramount's exhibition 


Civision of its interest in about 200 theaters scattered throuchout the 


United States. 
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
